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BIG CUDAHY ICE
PLANT IN RUINS

Burns to the Ground Early Sunday,
with a Loss of Over Hun-
dred Thousand,

T0O BE REBUILT AT ONCE|

Fire of unknown origin starting
about 2:456 o'clock Bunday morning,
completely destroyed the new
Cudahy fce house in Ralston, sus-
taining & loss of $100,000 to the
Cudahy Packing company. The loss
wha partlly covered by insurance.

A desperate fight was 'mude by
members ¢ the South Side batalliop
of the Omaha fire department un-
der Bﬂll_lnn Chief Coyle to c¢heck
the flames, but poor water pressure
coupled with the fact that the rlre!
had galned such headwidy when the
departmant men arrived shortly after
8 o'clock, that it was impossible to |
approach within 100 feet of the blaz- |
ing bullding, the heat belng so in-
tense, made rescue impossible.

The bullding was burned te the ground
and all that was saved was a small tower
house In which the machinery for the
lce plant waa mounted, and the work.
men's bunkbouse, M0 feot to the west,

The bullding elghtl stores high was o
vertible furnace from & o'clock yester-
day morning unttl 7 o'clock, Eight box
cars sldetraocked near the bullding were
burned 0 sshes. The lce stored In the
houses, amounting to 0,000 Lons was ren-
dered totally useléap. The heat was so
jatense that palnt on residences within
a radlus of thre blocks around the bufld.
Ing pecled off. In many cases widow
palns wer also broken.

Firat discovery of the fire was made
by Sheriff Hutter of Barpy county, who
was passing by and noticed the blase in
the north end where it had originated.
Immediately notifying Art Moran, keeper
of the bulldings for the Cudshy company,
the alarm was spread to Omaha and the
Bouth Hide fire department apparatus
ordered out, The blase had gained too
much headway and could not he checked,
All efforts of the firvmmen was directed
o saving nearby bulldings

Buperintendent Patrick Bhoohy of the
Omaha Cudahy packing plant was on the
scene at 8 o'clock a few minutes after
the flret report had been clreulated, Ae-
companied by his son he drove by sute-
mnblls through the mijsty raln &t the
flred call,

Burns Three Times.

The destroction of the ite house wax the
third of its kind that has occurred within
the last fifteen years. In 190, fourteen
yoars ago, the old ice house was struck
by lUghtening snd completely burned,
Two years ago when the Omaha tornado
awept Halston ang Omahs, a new  loe
house, then only recently erected, was
totally démolished, the company sustain-
ink & heavy loas, "

Immediately after the destruction of
1913 in the tornado the Cudahy fMirm
erectad the most modern los house in the
west. equipped with (he latest of ma-
chinesry and equipment. The bullding had
eight partitlons and waa valued at §75 900
The loe that was rendered useless was
valued at 5000, & total loss. The totsl
loss will approximate more than §100,000
according to the estimats given out by
Buperintendent Bheeliy vesterday

But last week the lease now held by
th Cudaby Packing ecompany to the lce
of Beymour lake was rehewed. The new
lease will not expire until 1996 Hesldes
this the firm holda an option on the
sround which will not expire before three
yoars
